Response to Arguments 

Applicant's arguments filed 6/1/07, with respect to claims 1-10 have been fully 
considered and are persuasive. The rejection of claims 1-10 has been withdrawn. 

Allowable Subject Matter 
Claims 1-24 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
Claims 1 and 1 1 are drawn to a digital camera apparatus having a first shutter 
release position for recognizing a printed code on a captured image, and a 
second shutter release position to determine and record the image captured on 
the basis of said printed code, which is neither taught or an obvious variation of the 
relevant prior art. 

Claim 2 is drawn to a digital camera apparatus having a guide-displaying 
device for displaying a guide for recognizing and matching a printed code on a 
captured image, which is neither taught or an obvious variation of the relevant prior art. 

Claim 3 is drawn to a digital camera apparatus having a code and a resolution 
setting device for setting a kind of printed code and a resolution for recognizing a 
printed code on a captured image, which is neither taught or an obvious variation of 
the relevant prior art. 
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Claim 4 is drawn to a digital camera apparatus having a guide-displaying 
device for displaying a guide for recognizing and matching a printed code on a 
captured image and a code setting device for setting a kind of printed code for 
recognizing a printed code on a captured image, which is neither taught or an 
obvious variation of the relevant prior art. 

Claim 8 is drawn to a digital camera apparatus having an information 
searching device configured to search information corresponding to a recognized 
printed code on a captured image, and an information adding device to add said 
information to the captured image, which is neither taught or an obvious variation of 
the relevant prior art.
